Your RadioShack 3-Terminal Audio/ 
Video Wall Plate lets you run audio/ 
video cable (such as for VCRs, cam- 
corders, audio/video receivers, and 
TVs) through walls for a professional 
looking installation that connects elec- 
tronic components in different rooms. 


INSTALLATION 

You can put your 3-Terminal Audio/ 
Video Wall Plate on a standard electri- 
cal box or put it directly in the wall with 
the supplied mounting bracket and 
screws. 

Note; To have secure connections be- 
tween components, all of your con- 
necting cables must have RCA plugs. 


Choose a location for the wall plate 
where: 

• Wiring exists or you can easily run 
cable through the wall 

• The plate’s installation does not 
interfere with existing electrical 
wiring or wall structures 

In a Standard Electrical Box 

1 . Run cables from the desired 
sources through the wall into the 
electrical box. 

2. Plug the video cable into the yel- 
low jack on the back of the wall 
plate. 

3. Plug the left channel audio cable 
into the white jack on the back of 
the wall plate.

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4. Plug the right channel audio cable 2. Drill a ®/s inch (1 cm) hole in one 

into the red jack on the back of the corner of the outline.

5. Put the wall plate on the electrical

7. Plug the left channel audio cable 
into the white jack on the front of 
the wall plate. 


8. Plug the right channel audio cable 
into the red jack on the front of the 
wall plate. 


On a Wall 

1 . Mark a 1 inch x 4 inch (4.4 cm x 
10.2 cm) outline on the wall. 


3. Use a saber or keyhole saw to cut 
along the outline, then remove the 
cut-out portion.

Run cables through the wall to the 
cut-out opening. 

Plug the video cable into the yel- 


low jack on the back of the wall 


plate. 


6. Plug the left channel audio cable 
into the white jack on the back of 
the wall plate. 


7. Plug the right channel audio cable 
into the red jack on the back of the 
wall plate. 
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8. Assemble the two mounting 
brackets (formed and flat strips) 
using the four supplied medium 
screws. Then place the assem- 
bled brackets in the opening and 
twist them to fit the opening. 
Tighten the four screws to secure 
the assembly.

9. Insert the two supplied short 
screws into the screw holes on the 
wall plate and the center holes on 
the molded brackets, then tighten 
the screws. 

10. Plug the second component’s 
video cable into the yellow jack on 
the front of the wall plate. 

11. Plug the left channel audio cable 
into the white jack on the front of 
the wall plate. 

12. Plug the right channel audio cable 
to the red jack on the front of the 
wall plate.
